1. The amendment received on 12/22/2008 has been considered. It has been noted that 
claims 1,16,18, and 26 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,12,16,18, and 26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,12,16,18, 
and 26 distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically claims a method 
for matching users over a network in an online gaming environment where the is receiving from 
the user by way of the network at least one response to at least one query to the user about the 
first online game experience following completion of the first online game by the user; 
determining a play style parameter of a requesting user is based on the at least one response, the 
determined play style parameter for being employed to connect the requesting user to a second 
online game available over the network, the second game being different from the first online 
game.
